Ss. Louis, May 28.—A day of disaster 


and horror was caused in St. Louis and 
vicinity yesterday by the meeting of two 
cyclones. The early reports of the loss of 
ife and damage to property were very 
meagre as the wires were down and com- 
munication with the outside world was 
almost entirely cut 
off. 


Even after twenty-four hours it Is im- 


possible to give correct information as to 
the number of lives lost. It is believed 
that two hundred persons were killed in 
St. Louis and as many more in East St. 
Louis. The streets of South St. Louis are 
littered with the dead and East St. Louis 
is like a gigantic cemetery. Scores of peo- 
ple were burned when the fire broke out 
and their bodies may not be recovered for 
ssveral days, while many will probably 
never be found. 


The tornado tore every boat in the har- 


bor from the moorings and how many 
lost their lives in the river will never be 
known. Nearly everything from Papin 
street to Carondette is In ruuri. The 
storm seemed to spend Its force in south 
St. Louis. Big buildings were blown 
down like card bouses, and factory after 
factory fell before the fury of the storm, 
leaving nochance of escape for the occu- 
pants. Only a systematic search can re- 
veal the number of bruised and mangled 
bodies lying beneath the ruins. 


Freight cars were hurled into the river 


end over end. In one instance a train of 
freight cars tvas picked up almost bodily 
from rails and landed in the river bottom 
up. After the wind and rain had finished, 
fire took np the work of destruction. At 
one time the fire threatened the entire 
business portion of the city and created 
great consternation, but by most heroic 
efforts it was prevented from spreading 
over a very large section. 


The loss on t le river is appaling. It is 


believed that the the excursion steamer 
the 
Great Republic has gone to the 


bottom with 000 excursionists. The steamer 
Odell of the Illinois packet 
line was 


blown from her wharf and crashed into 
a pier, where her boiler exploded and she 
sank. 
Fifteen persons were aboard of 


whom three escaped. 
The steamer City 


of Vicksburg is a total wreck and the 
City of Providence blew up on the Illinois 
bank. 
The packet steamer St. Paul 


started for Keokuk just before the storm 
struck the city and has not been heard 
from since. 


The loss of property is almost beyond 


conception. I will reach np into the 
millions. Great suffering has been caused 
the people of all classes and thousands 
were homeless in the city and suburbs last 
night, while the hospitals and olhsr pnbl c 
buildings of refuge were crowded. 


The terrible disaster seems to have been 


the climax of cyclonic disturbances that 
have prevailed In the west dnring the 
past two weeks. Two cyclones, one com- 
ing from the northwest and the other 
from the east, met on the Illinois shore 
of the Mississippi and formed the whirling 
cloud whicli wrought the work of awful 
and unparalleled destruction as it passed 
over the city.

Maynooth College* 


Maynooth college, the famous training 


college of tha Irish priesthood, has just 
celebrated the centenary of its foundation. 
The institution Wan established in June, 
1795, 
by the imperial government M an 


act of state policy to secure and retain on 
the side of England in tha management ot 
Ireland the influence of the Catholic church 
in that country. During the greater por- 
tion of the seventeenth century tho Irish 
priests were compelled by tho penal laws 
passed by the Irish parliament against 
Roman Catholics to go abroad for their 
education. They were trained for tho 
ministry in colleges at Pnrln, Lisbon and 
Salamanca, which had foundations estab- 
lished for thoir education and support 
principally by the French, Spanish and 
Portuguese sovereigns. 


At tho outbreak of the French revolu- 


tion thnre were as many as 848 Irish ec- 
clesiastical students in Paris out of a total 
of 478 on the continent, and one of tho re- 
sults of that tremendous social upheaval 
was the1 closing of the Irish college and the 
dispersal of its students. The Irish Roman 
Catholic bishops naturally viewed this 
state of things with alarm, for it might 
mean at least a serious diminution in the 
supply of priests for missionary work in 
Ireland. They were desirous of having 
the priests educated and trained at homo 
under thoir own immediate control; but, 
though the legal ban aeainst the education 
of Boman Catholic ecclesiastics in Ireland 
had just been removed, to establish and 
support a oolleRB for tho purpose were nt- 
tefly beyond their financial means. They 
therefore approached the government on 
the subject.—Contemporary Review. 


"Science" In Washington. 


Scientific work Ss a great thing, to bo 


gnro, but it does not compare with that of 
common sense for practical purposes. Tho 
object of the expense of the new terrace of 
tho oapitol at Washington was to improve 
tho proportion between the immense dome 
and the squatty building, but the accom- 
plishment of that object was prevented by 
making the step's, constituting nearly tho 
whole of its front, of dark colored elete, 
and, 
stranger still, by planting trees on 


the top of it, the absurdity of tho latter 
being so apparent that they were removed 
at once. 


When the improvement of the Potomac 


flats in front of Washington was com- 
menced, prr.ctic.al engineers said 
the 


ground to bo reclaimed should ba sur- 
rounded by a row o£ piles drivon close to- 
gether and rlprapped on tha inside. But 
scientific engineers did tho riprap work 
without piles, the consequence being that 
tho bottom of the now ground, being made 
of silt, is constantly forcing its way back 
into the channel under the rocks and has 
to be dredged out every year or two. 


An enormous gum of money has been 


expended in tho erection of a new "flre 
proof" postofQco building in Washington, 
but when the walls, composed solely oi 
stone and iron, were completed tha scien- 
tific architects put an immense roof on It 
composed of pine wood. Science is great, 
and its abiding place is Washington.— 
Alexandria (Va.) Gazette.

Salt In the Air of the Seashore. 


In order to ascertain whether air of the 


ecashore contains salt In any appreciable 
quantity, a French scientist has made a 
scries of experiments. By means of these 
he proved that in a dead calm seashore air 
has no salt. It is only when there are high 
winds from the sea that there is salt In 
the atmosphere. To determine this, salt 
uir was passed through a solution of silver 
nitrate. It caused not the least cloudiness 
of tho atmosphere, conclusively proving 
that there was no salt in the air. In high 
winds ecu spray is carried into the atmos- 
phere, where it is diffused into the fine 
particles and holds the sail for a time in 
tho damp air, but as soon as the wind sub- 
sides the salt, baing heavier than the at 
inosphero, settles. Therefore, to receive 
tho most benefit from salt air, it Is nnoos 
sary to go where winds are continually 
blowing. It has been demonstrated that 
windy localities by the sea are very nui 
more invigorating than those whore there 
are continuous calms, but heretofore the 
reason of this has not been made clear.- 
Kuw York Ledger.

BULL .RUN DAY. 


How the News Came to North 


Adams Just at Evening, 


July, 22, 1861. 


THE GLOOMY CROWDS IN IDE STREETS 


How the Defeat Was Taken. A Southern 


Sympathizer on a Bltick Horse Chased 


by the Crowd Through 


the Streets. 


CHAPTER IV. 


Tho battle oi Bull Bun, though fought 


against superior numbers, masked bat- 
teries and a knowledge of the field of 
action, was all in favor of the Northern 
r.rjuy until 3 o'clock on the Sunday it. was 
fought. There was no great loss except 
an almost complete demoralization of our 
army for a short time. A fright stampede 
of teamsters was the immediate course of 
the route, but poor generalship, ignorant 
and incompetent under officers, and gen- 
eral greenness came into the affair with 
a vengeance. In this battle the South 
learned that it bad undertaken a greatt 
job, and the North learned that all ita 
wealth, industries, homes, etc., were not 
worth a farthing if the rebellion was not 
throttled whatever the cost of life, of 
means and of time which must be taken 
to do it, and that this great war was not 
to be given to be wou by the Northern 
armies until the North emancipated by 
proclamation the African slave. It was a 
God-given Jesson as future events made 
thoroughly aianifei-t. 


The 8rst tidings of the disgraceful Bull 


Run battle reached North Adams just as 
the tun was falling behind the Berlin 
mountains on Monday afternoon, July 22, 
1861, and was throwing back its brilliant 
parting rays upon the high battlements of 
the Hoosac range to the eastward. 
It 


catnft in the shape of a meagre telegraph 
dispatch, that 
Gen. McDowell had 


advanced with his army from Centerville 
at 3 o'clock Sunday morning, July 22, and 
attacked 
the 
rebel strong hold 
at 


Monassas Junction, where the Soul hern 
army was intrenched with many m; a ted 
batteries. 
That up to 3 o'clock in the 


afternoon the Federal army was success- 
ful and had the rebels cowed and in 
retreat, when one of the movements 
being made by the Federal troop, which 
was misunderstood for retreat, threw the 
teamsters into a panic, which was com- 
municated to artillery men, and then 
spread into the ranks of the infantry and 
cavalry, and that the day had ended in a 
grand stampede of the army and its 
attachments toward 
Centerville and 


Washington with the rebels in pursuit 
perpetrating 
the meet inhuman 
bar- 


barities. 


The news spread over the village with 


the swiftness of wild fire and it was not 
long before it seemed as though the entire 
population of men, women and children 
were assembled on Main street in front of 
the story and a halt building ji'stto the 
east of the Burlingame wooden block, 
which had been erected by Daniel J. 
Kimball at his livery stable entrance, 
and which was occupied by Able Wether- 
bee with the village post office. 


This site is now occupied by the Kim- 


ball brick block and only up to a recent 
date this former post office building has 
been demolished it having been for many 
years occupied as a dining saloon. The 
writer remembers this strange gathering 
with much distinctness. 
The occasion 


was one of sorrow, gloom and sadness 
which had never come upon the commun- 
ity previously, and with all the ups and 
down of life, manufactures andstaitling 
event since that day and hour, has never 
been repeated and never can be. 


The crowd nearly filled the entire space 


on Main street from State to Bank streets, 
was hemmed in at the head of Holden 
street and occupied all the space between 
the huge white pillars fronting the old 
North Adams hotel structure, now the 
site of the Wilson Home. 
Distinction 


and individuality were forgotten ae the 
gloomy news of defeat, rout and coward- 
ice was passed from lip to lip, and 
the disgrace seemed to be so deeply 
felt 
by all as to effectually silence 


criticism in the shape of any language 
whatever. Not a lace in 
all 
this 


gathering, 
but 
what was 
marked 


with fear and horror, while all eyes 
seemed to have taken on a momac.tl 
appearance, countenances were v.-iin and 
pale, breath came short and thick, and a 
funeral like stillness sat like a pall over 
the entire assemblage. 


North Adams, which has ofteu been 


depressed by the misfortunes incident 
upon bad times, lack of manufacturing 
prosperity and the vicissitudes of business 
before and since that day, and always out- 
rode such times of adversity, win never so 
thoroughly disheartened as on this occa- 
sion, for it verily seemed that Monday 
afternoon and evening that not only the 
republic had fallen, that the foot of the 
slave tyranny was on its home and manu- 
facturing threshold, and that life, even in 
old Berkshire, was no longer worth the 
living. 
Besides this great calamity of 


Bull Bun, the enemies of the Hoosac Tun- 
nel had so far prevailed *s to that week 
stop the work of building the tunnel and 
railroad, and 
news had come that 


very day that the Johnson Greys were to 
go to the front from Camp Medford as Co. 
B. of the tenth resident the following 
Thursday. 


But just as the night was dropping 


down its curtains of darkness and making 
ready to pin them with glittering stars, a 
man sitting on a fine black horse and who 
was quite prominent in the village, was 
observed by several citizens with a goodly 
quantity of patriotic sand in them, to be 
showing his false teeth in a smile which 
seemed very unwelcome on the occasion, 
in fact most decidedly out of place. It was 
known to one of these men that the indi- 
vidual on the horse, though a village citi- 
zen of respectibility and of social and bus- 
iness Importance, had relatives in the 
South who were slaveholders, though pre- 
viously, if he had had any sympathy with 
his Southern relatives, he had kept it to 
himself. The more the horseman showed 
his silent satisfaction at the result of the 


Bull Bun affair, though he uttered not a 
word, the hotter this knowing individual 
became. The verdict was that suddenly 
a band was placed on shoulder of that 
black horse, and its rider was warned to 
make tracks. Tie big; crowd showed 
up its ire in a twinkling and be- 
gan to press about the 
rider. His 


glee went out of sight in no time and he 
only escaped his pursuers, who could be 
numbered by hundreds, by running his 
hone up Church hill and finally reached 
home by considerable of a. detour. The 
lesson was a good one for him and he kept 
inside the line of silence thereafter im- 
plicitly. As it was, the affair broke up the 
gathering and relieved it somewhat of its 
gloom. 


It was a full week before the country be- 


gan to rally from, this inglorious surprise; 
wealth bad put its bands deep down in 
pocket to wipe out thin stain; the country 
had responded to the call for -'100,000 
more;" McClellan had commenced to 
reorganize the Union army, and it began 
to be felt that because of its great awak- 
ening ot the North-aiid West to the mag- 
nitude of the work before it to crush out 
the rebellion, that the famous battle of 
Bull Run had been a wonderful blessing 
in disguise.

Noxfona Boeda In Wool, 


"The recant warning from the Malm 


experiment station concerning weeds in 
teed,"says a Maine gentleman, "may well 
be supplemented by calling attention to 
those Introduced In the vicinity ol Maine 
woolen mills In the^vuol brought from 
Australia or Texas or the Lord knows 
where. This is one of the most proliflo 
jources of foul seeds the state has known. 
Two peculiarly aggressive weeds owe their 
Importation Into Maine to this cause, say 
the wool sorters. These are what is popu- 
larly called ' May weed' and 'red root'or 
'bur weed.' The May weed has one prin- 
cipal root whioh runs deep with a twist 
like a corkscrew, and when matured hns 
ft branchy, spraugllng, mazy looking top 
(nil of fine seed pods, spreading In all di- 
rections and ready to shell out seeds in 
enormous quantity on the least provoca- 
tion. 


"The bur weed la more robust and. 


grows 18 luclios or 3 feet high, a single 
stalk with n crown top at first, with 
sprouts developing other stalks from the 
joints later. Its seeds are held in a mans 
of burs, which become brHUe and light 
when ripened and are readily blown about. 
It, too, has a tap root which goes straight 
down to a good depth. It soods profusely. 
Both the May weed anil the bur wood, 
when hoed up or pulled from the soil, will 
not grow again if tlioy ore carefully car- 
ried off the premises and burned. With 
anything less they are pretty sure to ro- 
uppear with additions. The bur weed, if 
Jeft on the ground, will send a root down 
»nd etnlk up at uvery joint. 
Fortunately 


these weeds do not thrive In grass land. 
If they did, tho state would soon be over- 
run with them."—Lewiaton Journal.

are advisable every time.

mand the befit priors, and they will 
tako ou faster growth than the later 
ones, because (hoy get a good start on 
grass roots and pumpkins. Late sweet 
corn and plenty of •warm sunshine in 
the middle of the day will also greatly 
contribute to their comfort and growth. 


A great deal is said against fnll pigs, 


and 0119 certainly should have nothing 
to do with them if he cannot make them 
prosper. 
Poor, sickly, stunted winter 


pigs aro a uuisanco and a decided loss 
to the owner. Tho sooner they are killed 
tho better it •vvil] be. The cause cf all 
this, however, is generally too late 
serving cf the ROWS or general misman- 
agement. I never found much difficulty 
in getting good litters iu September 
and in producing fine pigs for market 
iu from six to eight months from their 
birth. They have paid me well, too, for 
at the time they were fattened for mar- 
ket prices were high and tb.9 supply 
email. 


A good sow should litter twice a 


year. If she cannot An this, it ia better 
to dispose of her and get a better one. , 
One such sow is worth more to the 
farmer than two that litter only once a 
year.

once a year is an unprofitable one to the 
owner. 
She will generally eat up all I 


tho profits h»r litter will make. Spring | 
pips are all right for those who are 
raising only for home use, but the man j 
who raibes pigs for market must have j 
his fall and spring pigs as well. 
The 


former will pay him more than the lat- 
ter. If this is doubted, it would be well 
to make au experiment and count the 
cost of everything. 
Of course this pre- 


supposes a good supply of winter feed. 
Wo cannot raise any winter animals 
without preparing beforehand all the 
right food they will need. 


Tho pigs that come in September ! 


should be reared carefully from the sow | 
and then, turned in to the grass lot. 
Keep their systt nis open by supplying [ 
them with all tho roots, pumpkins and , 
sweet corn they can eat. 
As tha ccol ; 


nights come on see that the young pigs j 
are put iu some warm place where they 
will not get chilled through. Early in 
the mornkig turn them again into the 
grassfleld, keeping up this practice so 
long as the grass is green. 


The result of this treatment is that

New animals wera always a soiicco of 


trouble and 
ausloty. Evary 
OFJO who 


keeps, or has kept, tamo animals liuows 
tha vmcortalnty and frequent disappoint- 
ment which nttciid the first arrival and 
Inspection of those whioh have come from 
a distance. Slmken, frightened, suffering 
flora want 01 water, with broken feathers 
or Boiled fur, they show tile ill efloots ot 
traveling oven for 34^jours by rail or -wa- 
ter. But In the case of the smaller ani- 
mals kept as pets it mny sufoly lie assumed 
that they were at least dispatched on their 
journey in good condition. When the ani- 
mal is ona of the largo oarnivora—perhaps 
a tiger from some Malayan rajah, or a halt 
grown lion from Somaliland—there is no 
means of knowing whether, previous to its 
being shipped, it had been half starved 
or overfed. 
Possibly it had undergone 


both forma of treatment. 


The eca voyage usually improves their 


condition, the sailors being always ilnd 
to animals and in a-mensura assisting to 
lame them before their appearance at the 
zoo. 
But In most cases tho temper, condi- 


tion and size of Ihe crc.iture are matters 
of speculation until thu van drives lip and 
deposits tho bijj l3ox in whioh thu creature 
lias been brought from thu dorlfs.

St. Louis, May 28.—St. Louis was 


struck by :i cyclone of frightful fury 
followed by a heavy rainstorm at a 
Into hour yesterday afternoon. Many 
people were killed and the property 
loss is beyond estimate. At 5:20 p. m. 
the clouds that had covered the city 
Mure noun broke into a furious storm. 
Within ten miautes the wind reached 
a velocity of eighty miles on hour, 
sweeping v. ith it dense waves of rain. 
The highest speed of wind previously 
recorded here was 73 miles au hour, in 
August, 1878. The screeching of the 
wind through electric wires, the crash 
of debris that it swept in every direc- 
tion, the electric flashes from tangled 
wires and crashing thunder made a 
scene indescribable. The greatest loss 
of life was in East St. Louis, where 
probably 3 )0 are dead. The steamer 
1). H. Pike with thirty passengers on 
board, bound for Pcoria, was blown 
bottom side up in the middle of the 
river and a number oi persons killed. 
The steamer Delaphin with a crew of 
six and twenty lady passengers on 
board was blown against a bridge pier 
and broken in two. 'The ladies and two 
of the crev.- clung to the bridge etone- 
« ork and wore rescued. The steamer 
Libbie Oong-er, with only Capt. Sea- 
man, his wife and three of a crew 
aboard, want adrift. 
The wreck oi 


the boat was Joand opposite Caronde- 
let. All on board were probably lo&U 


Diath and Destruction. 


Ottened'-i furniture store, at Broad- 


way and Soulard, was demolished, and 
six men are reported killed. 
A saloon 


nt UU-t South Seventh street fell with 
nine men in the ruins. St. Patrick's 
church, at Sixth and Hiddle streets, 
fell, and the debris fills the street. The 
electric ra.i\\a}'line is burned out, as 
well as the electric plant. Fourteen 
fire alarms were sounded within fifteen 
minutes, and three alarms were sent 
in from the poor house, which building 
has 1.200 inmates. The roof of the 
poor house was blown oft and several 
of the inmates killed. During- the last 
race at the- fair grounds the roof was 
blown off the grand staud. The crowd 
had gone to the open field for safety, 
and but four men were killed. The 
armory, at 
Seventeenth and Pine 


streets, is being used as a temporary 
hospital. 


Skj ARame with the Llfiht of Fires. 


At 7:30 p. m. the rain which had 


ceased for a time began afresh and fell 
in torrents. At 8 o'clock the eastern 
•ky was aflame with the light of fires 
in East St Louis. The metal roof of 
the Merchants' exchange was rolled up 
like a scroll and fell into the streets. 
The Louisville & Nashville east-bound 
local passenger train had just reached 
East St. Louis when the storm struck 
that city. The train was overtxirned 
but miraculously only a few passen- 
gers were injured. They were taken 
from the cars by railroad yardmen. 


Train Overturned on a Bridge. 


The (hicago & Alton eastbound 


train, which left St.. I/ouis at 5 o'clock, 
was on the east span of the bridge 
when the wind picked the cars up and 
turned them over on their sides. The 
iron spans and trusses held the oars 
from toppling over into the river 100 
feet belo-.v. The 
passengers 
were 


thrown iito a confused mass. The 
network of n ires made resoue difficult 
and dangerous, but all were taken out, 
Bome more or less injured. The east 
span of tl-c Eacls bridge is so badly 
wrecked that it will take three day* 
to allow t.-ains to pass 


Fire Adds to the Horror. 


The report of the fatalities in East 


St Louis s hourly increasing and at 9 
o'clock it was estimated that the losa 
of life will exceed '250. It was impossi- 
ble to cross the bridge or river all last 
night. Lightning struck the Standard 
Oil '.vorks and flames were soon pouring 
from a dozen buildings. The fire de- 


j partment was utterly powerless to 


cope with the conflagration and most 
of the bu-.inesB and a portion of the resi- 
dence section was destroyed by flames 
which had not ajrcady been destroyed 
by the 
^•.•ind. 
Among the principal 


buildings in ruins are the National 
hotel, the Standard Oil works, East St. 
Louis Wiro Nail works, the Crescent 
elevator, Hesel elevator, all freight de- 
pots and stores and residences on St. 
Clair avenue 


Probably 300 Dead. 


The lis" of the dead in St. Louis can- 


not be estimated until the alarming re- 
ports of loss of life in collapsed build- 
ings can be confirmed. Sixty lifeless 
bodies had been found up to 9 o'clock 
this morning. If half the reports aro 
true the list will reach nearly 300. 
The city is in a state of panic. All 
electric wires are down, and the city 
was in darkness last night. To add to 
the confusion, the tornado was fol- 
lowed by a deluge of rain, accompanied 
by vivid flashes of lightning. 
Tele- 


phone wires are useless and livery 
men refuse requests for conveyances 
on account of prostrate electric wires. 


Scene In East St. Louis Appalling. 


The scene in East St. Louis is awful. 


The tornado struck the city with ter- 
rible effect, and it is now estimated 
that 300 persons are dead in that place 
alone as a result the wind, flood and 
flames. The tornado was followed by 
an outbreak of fire, caused by light- 
ning, and before the flames were got- 
ten under control property to the 
value of nearly 83,000,000 was de- 
stroyed.

gathering. Chairman Dickie, replying 
to the address of welcome delivered by 
H. L. Castle of this city, said that he 
had attended many conventions of the 
party when it was a party of minor Im- 
portance in the eyes of the older politi- 
cal bodies, but he thanked God that 
he had lived to see it become of such 
proportions that It was now recog- 
nized throughout the nation. Both 
speakers were frequently interrupted 
by applause. Mr. Dickie then pre- 
sented the name of A. A. Stevens of 
Pennsylvania aa temporary chairman. 
Chauneey G. Dunn of California pre- 
sented, aa a minority report from the 
committee, the name of E. J. Wheeler, 
and moved that it be substituted for 
that of Mr. Stevens. Ho was requested 
to sit down by Mr. Dickie, but refused. 
An uproar followed. Mr. Stevens took 
the chair. Mr. Dunn still refused to 
sit down and appealed from the decis- 
ion of the chair. He was agaid re- 
quested to sit down and there was 
another storm of disapproval. 
"I am 


asking Mr. Dickie to rule upon the ap- 
peal," said Mr. Dunn; "we won't sub- 
mit to this gag rule." There were cries 
from all parts of the house for Mr. 
Dickie to come forward and make a, 
ruling on the appeal. He came out at 
length amid considerable uproar and 
said that there could be no appeal 
taken in an unorganized body. Finally 
for harmony's sake Mr. Wheeler with- 
drew his name and was loudly cheered. 


First Victory for Narrow-Ganger!. 
The acceptance of Mr. Stevens as 


temporary chairman was a victory for 
the delegates favoring a single issue 
cftclaration. 
Mr. Stevens, addressing 


the convention, reviewed the history of 
the Prohibition party, and paid a 
tribute to both of the presidential can- 
didates who in turn had borne the 
standard of the party. In conclusion, 
he said that the republicans would at 
their convention dpclare for tariff re- 
form, the democrats for sound money 
and the populists for free silver. Each i 
had a dominant issue to advocate. 
The Prohibition party should now come < 
forwarj with its dominant issue. Iti 
should have prohibition 
and none i 


other. A. B. Wilson was named as 
temporary secretary. The convention 
then took ft recess. 
B road-Ganger for Permanent Chairman. 


When the convention reassembled a 


resolution was passed expressing re- 
gret for the sudden death of Hon. J. 
C. Brock, one of the delegates from 
Massachusetts. The 
committee on 


credentials reported 810 delegates pres- 
ent. A resolution pledging the con- 
vention not to abate its relentless war 
oh the licensed rum power was ordered 
telegraphed to various religious bodies 
now in conference, also to congress, 
and to Miss Frances Willard and Lady 
Somerset in England. Mrs. 
Helen 


Gougar, chairman of the committee on 
permanent organization, reported the 
name of Oliver W. Stewart of Illinois, 
one of the broad-gaugers, aa perma- 
nent chairman. Mr. Furguson of New 
York presented a minority report on 
behalf of the 
narrow-gauge men, 


recommending the continuance of Mr. 
Stevens in the chair as permanent 
chairman. A tangle over a point of 
order threw the convention into con- 
fusion, which last for half an hour. 


Mr. Stevens Give* War. 


Some ill-feeling developed and Chair- 


man Stevens himself was for a long 
time refused a hearing, but when at 
last he gained the attention of the dis- 
turbing elements he said that though 
he believed he had been put forward 
as a representative of the element in 
the convention which believed in pro- 
hibition and non-divisive issues, and 
though he believed that on a call of 
the states he would be sustained, he 
desired to withdraw his name. This 
announcement was received with cheers 
and the majority report of the com- 
mittee was then adopted and Mr. 
Stewart was escorted to the chair, Mr. 
Stevens retiring with the thanks of the 
convention. Mr. Stewart in taking the 
gavel said it was not part of his duty 
to outline the platform of the party 
and he promised fair treatment to all. 
A motion made by Mrs. Gougar to hold 
a mass meeting last night, in lieu of a 
business session, was carried after 
considerable opposition, and at 6:15 p. 
m. the convention adjourned until this 
morning. 


Outline of the Platform. 


The committee on platform agreed 


to report a series of resolutions which 
recites 
the 
evils and, corruption 


wrought in private and public life by 
the liquor traffic, rejecting all plant 
for regulation or compromise, such as 
local option, taxation, license or public 
control, and appeals to wage workers 
and church people to support the party. 
A minority report will be submitted by 
the broad-gaugers embodying a free 
silver plank, election of United States 
senators by direct vote and government 
control of railroads, telegraphs, etc.

New York, May 28.—The crullers 


Hew York, Cincinnati, Montgonjery 
and Raleigh, which have been in this 
vicinity for the past few weeks, re- 
turned to their anchorage off Tomp- 
kuisrille, 3. I., late last evening, after 
a four days' trip to sea. The ships 
l«f t here Monday morning and steamed 
to a point sixty miles southeast of 
Sandy Hook. A target was set in the 
water and the different, divisions on 
the men of war were put through the 
small arms practice. 
The result, the 


officers of the ships declared, was most 
satisfactory, the meu proving them- 
selves, as a rule, clever marksmen. A 
heavy fog set in Tuesday and inter- 
fered with tha work considerably. 
Several hours of manoeuvring was in- 
dulged in and many uewtrioks of n»v»l 
warfare dexterously carried out. Early 
yesterday the mem were put through 
torpedo experiments and at 10 o'clock 
s start was made for the harbor. Yes- 
terday was the day set for the race be- 
tween the crews of the New York 
and Cincinnati. Owing to tha lata 
hour of arrival of the ships, and, inci- 
dentally, to the fact that the Cincin- 
nati's stake money had not yet been 
covered, the race wag postponed until 
this afternoon. The Cincinnati's blue- 
jackets have raised $4,000. This sum 
they sent over in the custody of one of 
their officers to the New York this 
morning. As yesterday was payday 
aboard ship the amount will undoubt- 
edly be covered by the flagship's tars, 
and then the race, which is causing 
great excitement among officers and 
men alike, will be assured. Coxswain 
Abel Davis of the New York says he 
will have his ten men in the cutter 
ready for the enemy at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon. Coxswain "Bob" Winters 
of the Cincinnati declares he will be 
on hand at the same hour with his 
crack ten. The cutters will be towed 
to a point a mile below Fort Lafayette, 
and the course will be four miles 
straightaway up stream. 
There are 


over 300 men on the Cincinnati, 500 
on the New York, and the other men- 
of-war have nearly a full complement. 
Over $5,000 has already been wagered 
on the outcome of the race, and it is be- 
lieved that a considerably

amount of Uncle Sam's cash will 
change hands among the tars when 
the event is decided this evening. The 
New York's crew have so far van- 
quished all rivals for ten-oared barge 
honors.

GENERAL DISCUSSION MAY ENSUE 


Senator nnasbrongh Attacks the President

Washington, May 38.—In the senate- 


to-day, besides the filled cheese bill 
and the Butler prohibitory bond meas- 
ure, considerable time Is likely to 
be occupied by Senator Daniel in the 
delivery of the remainder of his speech 
in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, independently of tha 
action of any other government. 
The 


filled cheese bill is likely to produce 
Several raore amendments, and from 
the tenor of those already offered and 
the spesohes mada upon them it is pos- 
sible that a general tariff discussion 
will be precipitated. Senator Mor- 
gan's amendment, proposing a tax of 
one cent a pound on all American 
cheese offered for sale, and Senator 
Mitchell's, proposing an Import duty 
on all wool, are likely to come up to- 
day, and the fact that tha amendment 
to place an additional tax on beer, ale 
and portsr was defeated is no guaran- 
tee that either or both of the other* 
will not be adopted. 
Considerable dis- 


cussion h«s been aroused by the speech 
of Senator Hansbrough in favor of tha 
Butler bond measure, in which ho de- 
clared that it was necessary to limit 
the "overshadowing power of the ex- 
ecutive," which was "bordering on 
imperialism." He favored action at 
the present session to increase the 
revenue by a duty on tea and coffee 
autt by an additional tax on beer. 
Ha 


declared his belief that, if congress 
adjourned without such action, there 
would be s> new issue of bonds within a 
month after adjournment and another 
issue before next session, and that 
congress would be open to the sus- 
picion of being In league with the 
bond syndicate. 
The bond bill was 


opposed by Senator Elkins as a meas- 
ure that might bring the government 
to a standstill. 
An interesting discus- 


sion took place between Senators 
Elkins and Butler, in which the latter 
foreshadowed the election of a populist 
president in November, and in which 
the former said tiat the next republi- 
can administration would be com- 
pelled to borrow money to carry on 
the government. The partial confer- 
ence report on the naval appropriation 
bill was concurred in, and a further 
conference was ordered on unadjusted 
matters, including tha question of 
battleships. 


Honso of Representatives. 


The principal matter before the 


house to-day is the conference report on 
the sundry civil appropriation bill, 
which shows an agreement upon every- 
thing of importance in that measure 
except the public building items. The 
conference report on the bill for tha 
relief of the settlers on the Northern 
Pacific indemnity lands was agreed to. 
The fight against the adoption of tho 
senate amendment to the general de- 
ficiency bill, providing for the pay- 
ment of the French spoliation and war 
claims under the Bowman act, adjudi- 
cated by the court of claims, amount- 
ing to 18,000,000, was vigorous and 
hotly contested, but it was finally 
adopted by a vote of 111 to 97.
